A mass bombing attack on Gibral­

The land attacks, starting at I 
am ., In a thick mist, followed a 
violent naval barrage during which 
shells from British warships rained 
for eight hours into the strategic 
African port with a normal popula­ 
tion of 34,000. 
A French submarine was reported 
hit by a British shell, and British 
cruiser by a French shore battery.

Four German Ships Believed 
Sunk by British Bombers 


Folkestone. England, Sept. 24 (AP) 
- British Blenheim bombers attacked 
four armed German ships off the 
French coasL inear Boulogne this 
afternoon 
and 
when 
the 
smoke 
cleared away the ships had disap­ 
peared and were believed destroyed. 
After the first attack only one of 
the four ships remained at the spot 
where they were sighted 
Then cam e another blast and a 
few m inutes later the fourth ship 
was gone. 
An Associated Press observer saw 
the raid from the English side of 
the channel. 
Tile four fair-sized ships could be 
seen some distance off the roast, 
moving toward Boulogne 
i 
Then came five Royal Air Force 
Blenheim bombers, flying in a line 
astern. 
Diving from a height of 5,000 feet. 
tile Blenheim s dropped their first 
' salvo of bombs. 
i 
A column of water leajied up as 


I high as the cliffs behind them and 


for a time little could be seen be­ 
cause of the smoke and spray. 
When the haze of smoke cleared 
none of the ships could be seen. 
T ie n a number of German E-boats 
(motor speed 
boats carrying 
tor­ 
pedoes) came out of Boulogne, but 
for some reason, they turned around 
alm ost at once and went back into 
the harbor. 
The bombers also encountered a 
large D om ier .seaplane and shot it 
down into the sea. 
A .fierce barrage 
of anti-aircraft fire was put up. but 
all the R A F 
m achines returned 
safely. 
A short time before this attack was 
made. 15 Messersch m itts had been 
j seen flying above the armed ships, 
but these had disappeared when the 
bombers came on the scene.

T ie Germ ans also had used an 
observation balloon somewhere in the 
vicinity of Cap Or Is Nez, but this 
had been pulled down as the ships 
approached Boulogne.

Herewith is a copy of the letter which has been sent by President 
Roosevelt to Governor James: 
T ie selective training and .service act of 1940 wisely contem plates 
that the selective process shall be carried out by the states and the 
local communities. 
Historically and traditionally it Is entirely fitting 
that the chief executive of each state be responsible for the selective 
service operations within his boundaries. 
I know that I can count 
on your fullest cooperation. 
A favorable and intelligent public opinion, based on a just and 
impartial adm inistration of this most important defense measure, can 
be more effective in securing proper and effective adm inistration of 
law than the penalties written into the statute. 
I am asking each governor to set up and supervise the selective 
service system within his state. 
As promptly as may be practicable, 
there, I should like to have the name of the individual you designate 
for appointment, as state executive for selective service, 
It is my 
thought that the state executive would administer the operations 
within your state under your direction, but with the necessary assist­ 
ance and supervision of the National Selective Service administration. 
I appreciate aLso that your state has gone far in its planning for 
man power procurement."" and that your adjutant general and state 
staff are well organized to assist in carrying out the present re­ 
quirements. 
I request you to carry out the registration within your state and 
to call upon your local election officials and other patriotic citizens, 
to serve on the registration boards and in all other ways to assist 
in making the registaation full and complete 
Enclosed Is a copy of the proclamation fixing W ednesday October 
Kith, as the day for registration within the continental United States, 
and setting forth in a general way instructions for registration. 
I 
hope you will find it desirable to Issue a similar proclamation urging 
the fullest coojieration within your state. 
It should be made abun­ 
dantly clear to the public that the act of registration consists in effect 
of merely listing the names and addresses of registrants. 
After registration, the classification and selection of men will be 
handled by tile local boards. 
It is all-im portant that the local boards 
be composed of men in whom the comm unity has the greatest con- 
fidence. M embership on a local board should be considered a position 
of honor and trust. 
I feel certain that many thousands of our mast 
able and patriotic citizens will offer their services for this duty. 
I ask thai you recommend to me with the greatest expedition 
the names of citizens whose loyalty, integrity and fair-m indedness 
are beyond question, for members of the local boards and boards of 
appeal, and for the office! of government appeal agents and exam ­ 
ining physicians. 
I ask that you yourself appoint the advisory boards 
for registrants and the medical advisory boards 
Since so many of our young men will be asked to devote a year 
of their lives to the service of their country. I feel certain that others 
oi our citizens will wash to make their contribution to the national 
defense by devoting a part cf their time to these various duties. 
It 
is not contem plated that com pensation be paid, except for the neces­ 
sary clerical assistance. 
I suggest you make the fullest use of all state and local officers 
and employees. 
I believe you vyll find your state employment service 
and the public welfare agencies particiflarly helpful to the local 
boards. 
T ie congress has m ace its historic decision after careful con­ 
sideration and full debate. 
The procurement and training of our 
man-power under proper aom inistration, fairly and without fear or 
favor, is undoubtedly the most important single factor in our entire 
program of national detente. I ask your every help.

“D ICTIONARY OF AMERICAN H IST O R Y ,” Jam es 
Trtislou Adams, editor in chief; R. V. Colem an, 
m anaging ed ito r; I Scribners: 6 volum es: $60). 
P R O B A B L Y the year's major historical publica- 
• 
tion, so far as general use is concerned, is the 
new 
Dictionary of American History" which is pub­ 
lished today under the editorship of Jam es Truslow 
Adams, with R. V. Coleman as m anaging editor. 
Five 
of the six volumes are ready, and the sixth, which 
contains tire index, will be published later this year. 
The history is a stupendous undertaking to have 
been put together in four years, a miraculously short 
time in which to assemble between five and six i 
thousand articles by upwards of 1,000 writers covering 
Hie entire stretch of American history. 
Covering our 
history, it must be added, from the m odem view ­ 
point in which m atters concerning the social and 
economic structure have at least equal weight as 
against purely military and political events. 
Tile work is very well supplied with cross refer­ 
ences. 
There are frequent covering articles on broad 
phases of American history, and these a re liberally ' 
sprinkled with ”qv”; 
and in addition 
the alpha­ 
betical structure includes hundreds of alternate terms 
for events, with their proper reference. 
Great care 
must ha vt been taken with the headings, since al­ 
ii last without exception a specific article on a specific 
event may be found under the title which first occurs J 
to the reader. 
Nearly every article is followed by a 
brief bibliography, and these usually refer the reader 
to books available in most good libraries instead of , ^ riir^0 ’
